Many farmers may feel 
that they are not justified in 
purchasing these supplements 
at their present prices in re¬ 
lation to grain. On the other 
band it should be remembered 
that unless each cow produces 
somewhere near its maxim¬ 
um. the value of the feed re¬ 
quired to maintain a greater 
number of cows may be greater 
than the cost of the supplem¬ 
ental feeds.
